$7000 Appropriated for Sewers Action
on Playground Deferred Until Charter
Is Amended.
The special meeting of the Hellows

Falls vlilngo corporation which wis cuncu
for last Monday evening, proved to be an
Interesting and very satisfactory discus-Bln- n

of thrpe matters of Importance to
every citizen. Moderator 55. It. Allbco
presided. Tlio first article relating 10 mo
adoption of the proposed code of by-la-

presented by the committee appointed at
the last annual meeting consisting 01 uv.
Q. II. Gorham, C. II. Williams, George It.
Wales. H. I Walker and II. C. Hacon,
wns taken un. and different sections ex
plained and discussed. Tlio code as n
whole proved satlsfactoryi to the voters
present nml It wns unanimously nuoineu.

Tim second business relating to serious
defects In tho general sewer system of
tho village required a large amount or
discussion. The report of the expert en-

gineer, who had been employed by tho
board of trustees to exnmlne the system,
was an exhaustive document and went
Into details, showing what was nettled in
tho different sections of the village. Tho
aggregate of the estimate, which gave
each street in detail, was nearly $14,000.
The trustees recommended that tho
streets where the trouble was most ap-

parent should be attended to first, but no
attempt bo mauo ai a complete cnunga
at the present time. Mnny citizens ex- -
nressed their ludirmcnt and experiences
and each had theories of his own, but
the result of the whole airing of the mat.
tcr was the appropriation, without n
dissenting voice, of $7000 to be expended
by the trustees as seems wise to them to
get the best results both now and for nil
future time. That section in which im-

mediate changes are most demanded nro
the lines of sewer pipe passing under the
Rutland railroad at three different points,
which In order to be made safe must at
once have tho tile pipe replaced by iron,
reinforced by concrete. A washout oc-

curred early this season under the rail-
road, caused by tlio breaking of one of
these tiles, delaying the traffic of the road
several hours.

The third and last article relating to
the purchase of land for a public park
and play ground received animated and
wholesome discussion for an hour or
more. Tho special committee appointed
at tho annual meeting to Investigate this
question made Its report through Judge
T. E. O'Hrlen. It recommended as the
only available place, the section of land
In the village limits known as the
"Williams orchard," consisting of some
valuable building lots to the east and
noar the residence of A. I. Holies and 53
acres of land extending up the entire side
hill and over into the Saxtons lllver
water shed a little distance. This section
of land nnd some circumstances con-

nected with It were described In detail In
this column last week. The price at which
it is offered, $S0fl0, Is probably about one
half what the property could be sold for
to be divided up.

Various opinions were expressed both
for and against the village purchasing the
property. The discussion of this ques-
tion, as well as the sewer question, wns
of a very healthy nature, calling together
about 100 voters interested In public
affairs and having a free and frank talk
covering matters of joint public Interest.
One point which developed was that
under Its present charter Hellows Falls
had no legal right to purchase land for
this purpose. Tho action of the meet-
ing, after hearing all sides until after 10
o'clock, was the unanimous adoption of a
resolution instructing the board of trus-
tees to make application to tho coming
session of the legislature for a special
act enabling the village to become owner
of land for this purpose. It Is probable,
from the drift of public sentiment ns
expressed at the public meeting, that
when such authority Is procured tho
voters by a large majority will approve
the purchase of the lot dismissed. It
will not be necessary to expend a large
amount at once In improving the park,
and the expense of laying out nnd grad-
ing the athletic Held (most needed at the
present time) can be more than met by
tho sale of timber from the hill. It Is
estimated there Is from $2000 to $2500 In
value of timber rip- - that needs taking
out in the best interests of a future park.

This lot of land was recently examined
by State Forester A. F. Ilawes, and he
was enthusiastic over the possibilities of
a beautiful public park and play ground.
The upper section commands one of the
finest views of the valley of the Connecti-
cut to the north to be found anywhere In
te course of the river.

Helen Farrell, 13, Killed In Railroad Yard
In North Walpole.

A distressing accident occurred Satur-
day, when a girl of 13 years was run over
by an engine in the railroad yard In
North Walpole and instantly killed. Her
body wns horribly mangled, Sho was
Helen Farrell, the only of
Patrick Farrell, an employe of Hennes-
sey Ice business and a man well known
about town.

The girl, in company with another of
about her age, was gathering flowers
from various residences In the village of
North Walpole with which to decorate
tho altar of St, Peter's church for the
services of the coming day. The two ap-
proached tho crossing of what Is known
as the "Mountain track," which con-
nects tlio yards of the Fltchburg divis-
ion of the Boston & Maine road with the
Connecticut river division. Over this
track a large number of locomotives,
without trains, pass and repass, going
from the engine house, located in the
Fltchburg yards, to the coal sheds on
the Connecticut river line. An engine
in charge of a hostler employed at tho
englno house, was backing up for tho
purpose of getting a supply of coal and
approaching the crossing at the time the
two glrla approached it. Tho statement
of tho surviving girl indicates that when
the girls started to cross tho tracks there
seemed to bo plenty of time before the
locomotive would reach there, but tho
unfortunate girl caught one of her feet
between the rail and the crossing plank
and could not extricate herself before the
tender of tho locomotive reached her. Tho
man In charge of the engine, brought It to
a standstill as soon as possible after dis-
covering tho unfortunate conditions but
tne wheels of tho tender of the loco-
motive had passed over the body, cutting
It practically In two.

assured fact. A stock company named
the "Rockingham Building Association"
has been Incorporated; the stock amount-
ing to $10,000, held by local people paid
In; the lot bought; the contract forerecting tho building let to Builders Cote
& Frost, and work upon It was begun
Monday morning with a large force of
men. Much satisfaction is felt over tho
outlook of Increased industry here as
150 to 200 employes will be put to worknt once, upon completion of tho building
and it Is expected that this number will
later be Increased to 300.

The lot upon which the building isbeing elected was bought of the J. B.
Morgan estate and is situated on thewest side of Morgan street at the northend of the village, extending back to thebase of the hill land owned by

it i
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U T. Lovell. The building will bo 2
story, frnme, 40 by 123 feet, with a con
croto bnscment. Tho guaranty to tho shirt
company Is that tho second story shall bo
ready for occupancy of tho machinery on
or bofoio Oct. 15, and the remainder as
soon ns possible.

Tho name of tho firm Is tho Inter-Ocea- n

Shirt company, located many years In
Lincoln, Neb. It Is n heavy nnd respon-
sible corporation nnd will move Its whole
business to tho East because of Improved
shipping facilities and advantageous
freight rates. Tho local connection Is
through Its manager, Charles Hufllngton,
who, ns a boy and young man, lived In
the family of tlio father of Dr. George II.
Goiham In Westminster West. To Dr.
Gorham Is due much of tho credit for
securing tho business hero. Ho has work-
ed hard nnd long to smooth out each dif-
ficulty as it has arisen. Ho Is president
of the Rockingham Hulldlng association,
E. Ii, Walker Is treasurer and E. S.
leonnrd clerk. Tho board of directors
arc all well known local business men.

Webb Brook Litigation Ended.
Tho village trustees have made a satis,

factory settlement of long standing liti-
gation between William J. Webb and tho
village over the water rights In what is
known ns tho Webb brook leading Into
the Mlnnrd pond reservoir. As pnrly ns
1902 the village brought condemnation
proceedings against Mr. Wobb to secure
tho needed water rights. The next year
Mr. AVobb brought suit against tho vil-
lage for trespass and neither case has
been settled until now. The vlllago will
pay Mr. Webb $400 nnd take full water
rights of the brook In question, with au-
thority to nter upon the land to repair
or Improve tho water system as may bo
needed. All litigation Is to bo stopped.
This gives control of every part of the
watershed draining into tho pond to tho
vlllago for all time. The trustees have
bought contiguous land nnd water rights
within tho last few years, for which they
have paid $12,500 and the ineoino from
the water department has already paid
$4500 of that amount, leaving the Indebt-
edness only $S000 more than before. They
have set out 4000 white pine seedlings
this season on tho land bought of I,. T.
IjovcII and expect to set out 10,000 more
next spring on the Ellis farm, which they
bought a few months ago with the view
to reforesting the whole water shed as
rapidly ns possible.
